A wharf at “Shoo Fly,” with or 
without railroad connection, will bene- 
iii tUtll section of the county more 
thfin anything cJ»o¡ it will euabla us 
to In’ing (Mir jinalueu direct to deep 
ter and help to bre'ak up the “lumber 
ring” of Los Angeles that Is now pre­ 
venting us fromrmUding and making 
improvements. 
W ith a rich soil, plenty water, ex­ 
cellent 
location and a delightful 
climate latid would not go begging at 
less than $20 per acre, if some of those 
evils I hávip spokért of were remedied. 
The “grangers” may do somerldng, 
the press a little more, and outsiders 
keep dn growling until we carry our 
point. There was a -time, not many 


years«ago, when the best grain land ¡11 
California was not thought worth the 
Government price, SI 20 per acre, and 
when we imported our flour from the 
east. To-day we are astonishing the 
world bv exporting forty million bush­ 
els of wheat from last year’s crop, with 
overt- prospect of doing better this 
yortr. Los Angeles wants to contribute 
its share of exporting small grain in 
theiuture as it does tropical fruit to­ 
day, and I see no reason we should not 
raise wheat, barley, rye and other 
cereals, without irrigation as success­ 
fully as any other parts of the State. 
This little valley, where we live, 
about 14 miles long by 0 miles wide, 
containing over 50,01)0 acres of rich 
agricultural land, every acre of which 
will produce, with proper cultivation, 
from g»!|p t>0 bushels of grain, and 
Watered t>y mi nacrous small épriugs of 
pure wafer, nufruirftl lately only ween 
occupied by a few old adobe houses 
.with bands of cattle and sheep roam­ 
ing at large over the country. Thanks 
to our No-Fence 
law, 
passed by 
tl*o Legislature two years ago, tilings 
liaCo changed materially, and a few 
years more will undoubtedly see this 
entire valley dotted with nice farm­ 
houses and grain-lields. 
Three years ago I was told by a ma­ 
jority of the old settlers here that* 
“ dry land ” would not producá in 
more than one year out of five. 
I 
shall never believe an old settler any 
more; for I can prove that “ dry lund” 
has produced a good crop in the last 
two years, and it will do so again for 
fifty years to come, with proper m an­ 
agement. Now, Álr. Editor, lot us 
stop a moment. J, think you have 
seen that same “ old settler” that 
fooled me; for I saw you iu your pa­ 
per a couple of weeks ago, advise peo­ 
ple to buy only such land as could be 
irrigated, or that was naturally moist, 
as the upland could not be relied 011 
for a crop. Your advice is well for 
those who have money enough to pay 
from $50 to $200 per acre, which is the. 
market price to-day for irrigable or 
moist land, when the same shall be of 
a good quality and desirable location. 
The capitalist who buys land for an 
orchard or a homestead, must have 
means to irrigate, and he will gener­ 
ally for such purpose find the highest 
priced land the cheapest, taking eve­ 
rything into consideration; but the 
farmer with limited means, who can­ 
not afford to plant orange trees and 
wait ten years for the golden fruit to 
come to'm aturity, wants land that 
will raise grain with equal certainty 
us other parts of the Ktate, and the 
question is simply whether Los Ange­ 
les county has any such land for sale 
at prices that will not scare the farm ­ 
er away before he arrives here? 
As a gentleman, lately from Iowa, 
tcld me yesterday: “ I have, promised 
to write to my friends who want to 
come hero, about the price of fanning 
land, hut am almost afraid to tell 
them.” And thut inw hat is the m at­ 
ter. If only irrigahie or moist land is 
fit for agriculture, Iais Angeles has 110 
room for farmers, it is just what it was 
considered 20 years ago, fit only for 
cattle.and sheep with a few choice lo- 
culities.for orange and grape. 
I said 
before that I could prove that dry 
land will produce in ordinary seasons. 
In November 1871,1 sowed LI acres of 
summer-fallowed land with barley, 
l'rpm which I cut and sent to m arket 
44 tons of hay. If the grain had 
been allowed U>, niyturtu it would cer­ 
tainly have gone over 5H bushels per 
acfe. I kept on puRiBg in graiu that 
•season until the beginning of March. 
That which was seeded in January 
turned out about 20 bushels per acre. 
All put ¡11 after the 10th of February 
did not m ature at all. 
Next year I thought I would have 
my grain in early so 1 sowed about 4(1 
pounds of barley to the acre, which I 
harrowed over twice with a common 
harrow, in land plowed the year be­ 
fore, and although we did not have a 
drop of rain after ihe'24th of February. 
I threshed 3,000 
bushels from 134 
acres. 
I nut ¡11 some rye the 27tli of Febru­ 
ary; it did not get a drop rain, but 
enough of it matured to make it a 
good volunteer crop this year, and this 
on ground where tiiere is twenty-five 
feet to water. 
Siimmer-fallow, plow deep and sow 
early, and there is very little land in 
litis county, fit lor the plow, that will 
not secure a good crop mostly every 
year. Kcrateh the ground a little after 
we have liad our heaviest rains, and 
you may get a crop, but it is doubtful. 
The grain should have the benefit of 
all the rain or as much of it as pos­ 
sible. 
■ 
Tropical trees require undoubtedly 
to be watered during the summer: 
ordinary fruit trees and grape vines, I 
think, would “go it” without irriga­ 
tion if the ground is kept loose and 
clean from weeds; but whole provi­ 
dence has blessed us with rains and 
streams, the temptation to “force” the 
tree and sec it make an almost un­ 
natural growth is too great for human 
mortals to resist; hence the doctrine 
that all trees must be Irrigated or die. 
Santa Barbara, Odr baby sister, is not 
irrigating her trees, vines, or grain. 
Anil why? because she has not got 
the water to do it with, and still every 
tiling grows there “ without irriga­ 
tion.” The climate of Los Angeles 
and Santa Barbara is so nearly alike 
that what will grow in one place with­ 
out watering, will certainly also grow 
in the other. 
• 
The farmers in the old Eastern 
States and in Europe, where the cul­ 
tivation of land is brought down to a 
science, are still every day making 
Improvements. W hat must not Cali­ 
fornia farmers learn before they know 
how to manage thu soil intelligently, 
with u climate so peculiar and a coun­ 
try so new? But stop! I am alto­ 
gether going too far. I did not intend 
to lecture on faroling, hut only to give 
you a few “ fond hAVi;” so if you 
find my letter too long, condemn It, 
with ethers of jts kind, to the waste 
l»pcr Imeket.

Wool-Orowing in th* Future. 


The woel-growew off Southern Cql- 
iforniaJlave heretofore made money 
by pursuing a course similar to that of 
the Texas cattle men, keeping a large 
number of tough, coarse animals, pas­ 
turing them over a vast extent of 
country and changing from one local­ 
ity to another aa the graas gave out. 
Many of our heaviest men begun by 
taking flocks on the shares and hiring 
the pasture for a mere nothing. As 
long as the land was practically of no 
value, and the range limitless in ex* 
tent, tlds kind of sheep-raising was 
the most profitable, but the time if 
rapidly passing away when it can bS 
pursued, and sheep-raising in South­ 
ern California, in thd future, must be 
conducted in some other manner, or 
to a great extent ahanddned. Land is 
becoming toó valuable to be skimmed 
over, and the product of the rough 
coaree-wooled sheep, shipped in dirt, 
will not pay much longer, for the trou­ 
ble and expense of production. 
Already our'most enterprising sheep- 
raisers are looking out for new fields. 
Thousands of sheep are being driven 
into Arizona and Lower California, 
where there is cheap pasturage, and 
those who prefer the old way, keeping 
rough sheep, and depending on large 
flocks and cheap pasturage will as­ 
suredly have to follow their lead. 
¡Sheep-raising can be made profita­ 
ble under the changed conditions that 
are overtaking us; more profitable 
even than It has ever been; blit there 
must be a radical change in the entire 
mode of conducting the business, not 
only in the-kind of sheep, and the 
way they áre kept, but in the mpde of 
preparing and marketing the wool. 
When land has become valuable for 
cultivation, It is plain that it will no 
uuger do to devote it to the grazing of 
*heep, the average annual yield of 
which is only about three pounds per 
head of a staple that will not bring 
, more than from twelve to fifteen cents 
per pound. The suceess attending the 
culture of alfalfa has, however, fully 
demonstrated that high-priced land 
can he profitably devoted to stock 
raising, and nothing is clearerthan 
that the sheep-raiser of the future 
must avail himself of this or some 
other grass, and by cultivation in­ 
crease the capacity of his land. But 
if sheep are to be kept on alfalfa, it 
will not pay to raise the rough stock 
that is now kept by the bulk of the 
raisers. A better grade of animals, 
producing heavier fleeces and a better 
staple, must be introduced, and the 
wool must be properly prepared for 
market, so as to realize the highest 
price. And here comes in the necessity 
of a proper organization and co­ 
operation among the woolgrowers. 
Men of small capital, keeping only a 
limited number of sheep, cannot pre­ 
pare their wool in the best and cheap­ 
est manner, nor can they dispose of it 
under the present circumstances, to 
good advantage; but if the proposed 
organization is effected, and a scour­ 
ing establishment put in operation 
either in this city or Wilmington, 
where the clip can be cleauaed and 
baled, and through the agency of the 
Association either accumulated here 
in store for buyers, or shipped East, 
the owner of ever so small a lot of 
sheep can depend on getting the worth 
of hU product. The introduction of 
improved breeds of sheep can also be 
readily effected through the*agency of 
the Association, at a m u ch 1m s cost 
than it can be done by individuals, 
and a profitable class of stock secured. 
If the grower will also combine 
some other branch of agricultural op­ 
erations with his sheep raising there 
i an be no doubt that Southern Cali­ 
fornia will produce a quantity and 
quality of wool far exceeding what it 
has ever raised before, and that it will 
be disposed of at fW&lét that Will be in 
the highest degree 
remunerative. 
There arc many questions whicli will 
arise in this connection, and we si^- 
gest to the Convention whose adjourn­ 
al meeting takes place on the 29th, 
the importance of devoting ample 
time to thpir discussion. Before an 
Association catrfcfcmade very effect­ 
ive, its members must definitely un­ 
derstand what they want to accom­ 
plish, and tito means best adapted to 
(,»rfJingout the desired end. To ar­ 
rive at j » t eoncUudens, h more thor­ 
ough interchange of opinions and ex­ 
periences is needed, and it is to be 
hoped that the Convention will not be 
iu too much of a hurry whet they 
meet to discuss carefully all the ob­ 
jects to be attained by co-operation. 


V .uriors^a^fTonTSIircoast have 
U«u advocating the cultivation of the 
Hu mac, and representing that it will 
prove a profitable crop. We know no 
particular reason why it should be a 
more valuable crop here than in the 
Eastern States, and there, or at least 
in the valley of the Mississippi, it 
grows spontaneously over thousands 
aeres, nttd f t «Mount whoever is 
made b ú ii. If the product is worth 
from *250 to $300 per acre, as repre­ 
sented by the Bet, It is a little singular 
that somebody haen’t found it out and 
utilized the rank growth th a tls so 
plentiful in the region above refer­ 
red to. 


Interchangeable Bonds Instead of 


There are now something ofrer s ix ­ 
teen hundred National Banks, with 
an aggregate circulation of nearly 
four hundred millions of dollars. This 
currency is secured by a deposit of 
Government bonds, bearing interest 
at the rate of from five to six per cont. 
to gold. The right to do thia kind of 
banking is practically a monopoly, 
and vast sums of money are annually 
realized through the exclusive privi­ 
leges thus enjoyed. There is no flexi­ 
bility about this currency, for the 
reason that uo one can get any more 
of it when a stringency in the money 
market occurs, and there is no induce­ 
ment held out to the banks to return 
their currency when there is an over 
supply. On the contrary, while the 
amount that can be issued is limited, 
a premium is paid to the banks to 
keep it in circulation, and thus specu­ 
lation is fostered by the government 
bounty. 
It it all wroug to pay interest on the 
bood» deposited as security for circu­ 
lating notes. These notes are loaned 
in the ordinary course of business, and 
the regular rates of interest ruling in 
the business circles where they are 
used, is paid for the loan. There is 
therefore no reason why the govern­ 
ment should pay the depositor interest 
tor a bond for which he has received 
an equivalent in circulating notes. 
The true policy is to abolish the Na­ 
tional banks and issue bonds bearing 
a low rate of interest, not to exceed, 
say three and sixty-five one hun­ 
dredths per cent., allow any holder of 
these bonds to exchange them for an 
equal amount of currency, receivable 
in payment of all public and private 
dues, paying no interest whatever on 
the bonds when so exchanged, but 
giving the currency holder the privi­ 
lege at any time, of returning his cur­ 
rency and receiving the bonds. We 
should then have a safe, uniform and 
flexible currency. When money is in 
demand to remove crops, etc., the 
bonds would be deposited, currency 
would be plenty, and the interest on 
that amount of goverment obligations 
would stop. When there is an over­ 
supply the currency would flow back 
into the Treasury, the holders would 
get their bonds, and then having real­ 
ly loaned the government something 
they would receive their interest. 
W ith this kind of a currency in place 
of the National bank notes, we should 
save $20,000,000 a year in interest; we 
should have a safe, reliable, and uni­ 
form currency, and the constant recur­ 
ring of alternate stringency and re­ 
dundance in the money market would 
cease. When a common sense policy 
like this is adopted, we may hope to 
see the National currency adopted on 
the Pacific coast, and then California 
will climb at once to her proper and 
rightful station in the sisterhood of the 
Union.

The Vasquez Reward. 


By Mr. Lane—An Act amendatory 
to an Act m aking an appropriation for 
the capture of t he bandit Vasquez and 
ltis bftild, approved January lb; Í87H. 
Mr. Lane—The whole object of this 
bill is to m eet two objections which 
have been raised to the hill as passed. 
The bill, as passed, by a strict inter­ 
pretation of it, limits the Governor to 
paying the expense of the capture of 
these parties, while it is thought best 
to have it so th a t lie can use some por­ 
tion of the money in paying rewards. 
The lull introduced so am ends it as to 
give th e Governor the desired power. 
It does not increase theappropriotion, 
but only provides for the expenditure 
of th e appropriation. 
It gives the 
power to exeml $5,000 in putting the 
m atter into operation—paying the ex­ 
penses; retaining the other $10,000 to 
lie paid for the capture anti delivery of 
the luidles. It is desired to have the 
m atter dealt w ith as speedily as the 
course of legislation will adm it. 
I 
therefore ask that it be referred to 
some com m ittee with instructions to 
report to-morrow. 
I would move a 
suspension of the rules that the bill 
m ay b« considered now. 
The motion prevailed, and tin* bill 
was considered in Com mittee of the 
W hole and passed, under suspension 
of tiie rules. 
Section 1 of the bill am ends Section 
2 of the original Act so as to provide 
th a t the expenditure authorized by 
Section 1 shull be made 
by the 
Governor In payment of the necessary 
expenses incurred in the capture or 
killing of said Vasquez or any of his 
band; provided said killing m ay be 
necessary in the attem pt to arrest him 
or them,"anti in paying such reward 
or rewards as he m ay oiler in that be­ 
half, and shall be paid by the Govern­ 
or at his discretion. No greater sum 
of money shall be paid under this Act 
than $5,(KM), unless Vasquez or bund 
he killed or captured and sately de­ 
livered to the proper officer or otficers 
of this b’tate. 
The Governor author­ 
ized to expend the sum of $5,000, or so 
m uch thereof as may be necessary in 
the paym ent of any expenses necessary 
to be incurred in the carrying out of 
this Act. The Controller is authorized 
to issue liis w urrant in favor of the 
Governor upon the requisition for the 
$5,000, or such part thereof as m ay lie 
nam ed in his requisition. 
The Act is to take elfect im m edi­ 
ately.
